Germany and Switzerland,” 
said the amateur scientist, “ I can tell 
y ou the reason for their occurrence. 
It is the succession of terrible earth­ 
q uak e shock s, beginning several y ear9 
ago w'ith Mont Pelee in the West In­ 
dies, and including the 
destructive 
q uak es of San Francisco 
and Italy . 
These ex plosions throw up clouds of 
dust which reach into the upper stra­ 
tum of the atmosphere, the fine par^ 
tid es remaining up for y ears. 
These 
particles cause congelation of moisture 
and Induce heavy 
rains, which are 
liable to fall upon any portion of the 
ea rth’s surface.” 
This theory is per­ 
haps as good as another. 
It is certain 
that rains and snows have fallen in 
unusually liberal q uantities in .many 
part9 of the world in the past five or 
six y ears. 
Severe floods have occurred 
in widely separated localities and at 
widely vary ing intervals. 
It will be 
found that in our own country the 
bank s of lak es and river courses have 
run unusually full. 
The stage of water 
has averaged higher. 
It will he re­ 
membered that some ten 
y ears ago 
drouth conditions were prevalent and 
wide-spread.

The use of private letter box es of 
the Denver post office by y oung girls 
and women 
has been restricted by 
the raising of rents from $1 to $2 in 
each case. 
Most of the women have 
used these box es to ply their trades 
along lines that req uire secrecy . Scores 
of schoolgirls have been using them 
to conduct a clandestine correspond­ 
ence, which in many cases has led to 
their dowmfall. 
It was learned that 
one girl would rent a box and then 
permit a number of schoolgirls of her 
own age to have mail addressed there 
under fictitious names. 
Business men 
and professional men tried in vain to 
rent box es, but because they had been 
engaged by women or girls could not 
engage them. 
Girls have been k nown 
to come to the offices with notes pre­ 
tending to be signed by their mothers, 
engaging box es for them, while as a 
matter of fact it was part of a plot 
hatched by schoolgirls of impression­ 
able age. 
All sorts of methods were 
devised to get rid of them, and 
all 
having proven failures, the raise in 
the rents of the box es was hit upon 
The revised list starting out on the 
new' y ear shows that many of those 
who had rented box es for several y ears 
past were miffing from the rolls. Fed­ 
eral officers believe that it was fright 
in a good many cases, the renters fear­ 
ing a general movement against them, 
the first step being the raise in rents.

if cross-ex amined these same people 
seem to regard the chapping as an in­ 
evitable condition from which thei* is 
no escape. 
Let such persons try the 
following 
simple treatment: 
Never 
wash the hands in very cold or very 
hot water. 
Use a simple, pure, super­ 
fatted soap, dry very thoroughly , and 
apply 
some 
emollient—the 
old-fash­ 
ioned gly cerin and rose water will 
often work as well as any thing. 
In 
some cases it will be better not to use 
soap in any form and to substitute 
oatmeal. 
The hands should alw'avs be 
well covered when in the open air. 
If to this is added proper ex ercise, in 
order that the circulation may be good, 
there will be no chapped hands. 
The same rules apply to the face and 
to the sk in generally — thorough pro­ 
tection by the clothing, care in bathing, 
with the use of an emollient all the 
tfcne, and a good general circulation.

Measurements’ and estimates 
from 
mariners and observers at sea Indi­ 
cate that the average height of a** the 
waves running in a gale in the open 
ocean is about twenty 
feet, but the 
height of the individual waves is often 
found to vary in the proportion of one 
to two, say s the Scientific American, 
and there is, in fact, in a fairly regular 
sea a not inconsiderable range of size 
among the waves. 
In any statement 
that we may mak e as to the size of 
waves in a gale on the ocean we should 
not neglect the mention of the larger 
waves that occur at fairly freq uent in­ 
tervals. 
These, which may be termed 
the ordinary max imum waves, are per­ 
haps what seamen really refer to when 
they state the size of the waves met 
with during a storm at sea. 
“About 
forty feet” is a common estimate of 
the height of the larger waves in a 
severe gale on the North Atlantic, and 
this estimate is really not Incompatible 
with a recorded average of a little 
more than twenty feet. 
It is difficult 
to say what may be the greatest height 
Df the solitary or nearly solitary waves 
that are from time to time reported 
by mariners. 
The casual combination 
of the numerous independent undula­ 
tions running on the sea presumably 
Bometirnes produces two or three suc­ 
ceeding ridges or two or three neigh­ 
boring domes of water of considerably 
greater dimensions than those of the 
ordinary max imum waves of a storm. 
Although these large cumulative wraves 
may be freq uently produced, y et they 
w'ill be comparatively seldom observed, 
because so small 
a fraction 
of 
the 
ocean’s surface Is at one time under ob­ 
servation. 
There are seemingly relia­ 
ble accounts of cases in which these 
"topping seas” have reached the height 
of six ty feet.

A child who dropped one of these 
dangerous contrivances in the street 
the other day was almost as shock ing­ 
ly mangled by the resultant ex plosion 
as was M. von Plelive, the assassinated 
Russian Minister of the Interior, by 
the dy namite bomb thrown by th* 
Anarchist Porzonef. 
The large 
celluloid 
combs, again, 
which ladies are so fond nowaday s of 
wearing in their hair, will, if acci­ 
dentally brought into contact with & 
nak ed light, burst into flame of ex plo­ 
sive violence. 
Nor is this to be greatly wondered 
at, seeing that one of the ingredients 
to celluloid is guncotton, while anoth­ 
er is camphor, than which is no more 
inflammable 
substance 
k nown 
t® 
chemists. 
Iodide 
of 
nitrogen, 
for instance, 
which is freq uently prescribed in com­ 
bination with other drugs, is a highly 
ex plosive chemical, and accidents have 
happened over and over again through 
its incautious handling by persons ig­ 
norant of its dangerous properties. 
Ticture of iron and diluted aq ua 
regia, again, a 
mix ture 
often 
pre­ 
scribed as a tonic, gives off an ex plo­ 
sive gas which has been k nown to 
shatter the strongest vessels. 
Chloride of potash lozenges are high­ 
ly dangerous if accidentally brought 
into contact with an unlighted phos­ 
phorus match. 
Chloral hy drate and 
sal volatile, the favorite nerve tonic, 
become, under certain conditions, as 
deadly as dy namite. 
The spontaneous ex plosive combus­ 
tion of a box of ox ide of silver pills 
has ere now caused fatal injury to 
their unfortunate 
possessor. 
Bicar­ 
bonate of potash, a common remedy 
for flatulence, will cause a dangerous 
ex plosion if accidentally mix ed with 
subnitrate of bismuth. 
Ordinary spirits of w ine 
a sub­ 
stance possessing tremendous perils. 
A pint of it if suddenly ignited will 
produce the very same destructive ef­ 
fects as three or four pounds’ weight 
of gunpow'der. 
This has been proved 
on many different occasions. 
Once at the Roy al Surrey County 
Hospital a clergy man rashly threw a 
small q uantity on to a “snapdragon” 
dish, around which a number of choir 
boy s were gathered. 
Tho resultant 
ex plosion k illed one unfortunate lad 
and severely injured several others.— 
Pearson’s Week ly .

be prescribed by the secreta ry of the 
trea sury and a pproved by the presi 
dent.” 
This provision will be ma de 
the subject of a discussion in a con­ 
ference 
com m ittee representing 
the 
two houses. 
Lea ders of both houses 
a gree tha t it will be ma de a law. 
Under this proposed law\ a ccording 
to R epresenta tive Gillett of M a ssa chu­ 
setts, its author, the publicity fea ture 
of the corpora tion la w will be applied 
only to corpora tions of a qua si-public 
cha ra cter.

From this platform descends a large 
steel tu be, prov ided with spiral-shaped 
steps on which a man can go down to 
a chamber prov ided for at the low'cr 
end of the steel tu be. From this cham­ 
ber electric searchlights of great pow­ 
er are display ed, whose ray s penetrate 
to the bottom of the sea. 
This su bmarine chamber connected 
with Pino's hy droscope affords also 
room for a div er and a complete ou t­ 
fit for same. 
After a certain thing 
has been discov ered by means of tlie 
electric ray s, a safety -v alv e can be 
opened large enou gh to allow the div er 
to descend to the bottom of the sea. 
Trials with this new apparatu s hav e 
been carried on on the Italian coast, 
between Genoa and Spezia, and, ac­ 
cording to Italian reports, they hav e 
been v ery satisfactory .

A member of the National Hou se of Representativ es has ev olv ed a plan 
to distingu ish Mr. Taft and all fu tu re presidents by a splendid sy mbol of 
gold and jewels. 
According to the plan the decoration is to consist of a 
chain of gold with a hu ge pendant, which is to be a replica of the great seal 
of State, emblazoned with diamonds and enriched by the highest art of the 
engrav er. 
The remainder of this gorgeou s chain is to be wrou ght of smaller 
reprodu ctions of the seals of the forty -nine States and territories of the 
United States, link ed together with jeweled golden dov es, to sy mbolize the 
peace and u nity in which they all dwell together in one repu blic. 
Su ch a su perb embellishment, the originator of the idea believ es, w'ou ld 
fitly designate the president of this great repu blic and mark him ou t among 
his fellow’ men on any occasion of formality . 
Besides, it cou ld lie retained 
by ex -presidents as a sort of tok en of political pastmastership and passed on 
to their descendants as a pleasant reminder that an ancestor had been in 
the president’s chair. The su pporters of tlie plan wou ld hav e a replica of 
the Taft chain presented to Theodore Roosev elt, and fav or the wearing of a 
similar bu t less ornate chain by the gov ernors of the States for pu rposes of 
distinction.

with the ordinary u ltrav iolet ray s, Bil- 
lon-Dagu erre in France has recently 
ex perimented with still shorter ray s of 
the spectru m, measu ring down to 1,000 
u nits, for the sterilization of all k inds 
o f liqu ids. 
He finds that the v ery 
short ray s are 25 times as effectiv e as 
the longer ones in their sterilizing 
power. 
He u ses qu artz v acu u m tu bes, 
immersed in the liqu id, and ilu minat 
ed with cu rrents mu ch more feeble 
than those requ ired for the mercu ry 
v apor lamps at first employ ed. 


One of the pressing 
problems in 
aerial nav igation is that of produ cing 
au tomatic stability . 
Some inv estiga 
tors think tha t a way may be fou nd 
to cau se an aeroplane so to adju st it­ 
self to atmospheric v agaries so that 
its balance will be maintained withou t 
interference. 
Others are dou btfu l, be­ 
liev ing that stability m u st alway s be 
obtained v ery mu ch in the manner in 
which it is acqu ired by a bicy cle rider, 
that is, by u nconsciou s 
adju stment. 
Birds, the best of fliers, it is remark ed, 
do not possess mechanical stability , 
bu t m aintain their balance in gu sty 
weather by action which has become 
so habitu al that it is u nconsciou s. Thu s 
the element of intelligence is inv olv ed, 
althou gh by v irtu e of fong practice 
it is applied withou t consciou s ex ertion 
of the will. 
From 1900 to 1906 L. S. Berg carried 
on inv estigations rou nd the Sea of 
Aral, and the resu lts hav e been pu b­ 
lished in Ru ssian. 
They lead to the 
conclu sion, contrary to that reached 
by others, that there is no general dry ­ 
ing u p of this inland sea, bu t that 
periodic changes of its water lev el oc­ 
cu r, and that the lev el has been ris­ 
ing continu aly since 1880. 
Berg finds 
the salinity 10.7 5 per 1,000, as against 
more than 12 per 1,000 abou t 187 0. 
The sea has now a su perficial area of 
abou t 24 ,000 squ are miles, bu t is v ery 
shallow, the mean depth being abou t 
2 2 0 feet. 
Its to tal v olu me of w a t e r s 
o nly abo ut o ne-tenth o f that o f the 
Lake o f Baikal, which has but little 


more than half its area. 
The water 
is su pplied wholly by the riv ers Amu 
and Sy r, which together deliv er, on 
the av erage, 1,5 00 cu bic meters per 
second. 
The water is deriv ed from 
melting mou ntain snow's. 
Titaniu m steel rails for railroads 
were first made ex perimentally in 1907 . 
The resu lts that they showed led to 
their m anu factu re by sev eral steel com­ 
panies in 1908, and du ring 1909. ac­ 
cording to the Engineering and Mining 
Jou rnal, 
their 
m anu factu re 
entered 
u pon the commercial scale. 
Ex peri­ 
ments on the New York Central hav e 
confirmed those 
made 
elsewhere in 
showing that these rails wear sev eral 
times as long as those made of ordi­ 
nary Bessemer steel. 
Titaniu m has a 
great affinity for nitrogen, and since 
it is believ ed that considerable nitro­ 
gen remains as an impu rity in ordi­ 
nary steel, the good effects of an alloy 
of titaniu m are ascribed to its acting 
as a flu x , thereby remov ing impu rities 
and increasing the solidity of the steel. 
The increased cost is pu t at $3.5 0 jpr 
ton of rails.

An oil stov e, or ev en an oil lamp 
kep t burning in the cellar or storage 
room on bitter cold nights will keep 
things from freezing. 


Let the bridle hits lie in a p ail of 
water for a few moments to let out the 
frost, or warm them before p utting 
them in the horse’s mouth. 


Place the windows in front of the 
stall at least 
three feet abov e the 
horse’s 
head. 
The sun should not 
shine directly into his ey es. 


Radishes need lots of p otash, and 
for this reason wood ashes sp rinkled 
on the soil where they are grown will 
giv e them large and rap id growth. 


Look after the horses’ teeth care­ 
fully . 
If defects are dev elop ed it is 
easier to fix at once than to let them 
dev elop into serious conditions. 


To keep tools from rusting take one 
p ound of lard and a lump of rosin 
half the size of an egg, melt slowly 
and ap p ly in a thin coating.

when necessary . 


The business 
of 
the 
strawberry 
grower is to sup p ly fav orable condi­ 
tions and to direct the energies of the 
p lant in such directions as will best 
serv e his p urp ose. 


There is a v ast difference between 
commercial orchards and family orch­ 
ards. 
For the latter the v ariety should 
be greater to meet the tastes of the 
v arious members of the family . 


The herd of swine should be of uni­ 
form color, and the lots of swine for 
m ark e t should be as near uniform size 
and shap e and color as p ossible. 
The 
p ackers p ay more for this kind of hogs. 


Roots are indisp ensable in the intel­ 
ligent. and economical feeding of sheep . 
They should be p ut through a root cut­ 
ter to p rev ent choking. The grain and 
roots should be mix ed and fed to­ 
gether. 


Some 
p oultry 
keep ers 
fed 
their 
chickens three times a day while oth, 
ers find that twice is sufficient. 
For 
the inex p erienced breeder it p robably 
would be better to feed three times a 
day . \ 


It is said that cut flowers will keep 
fresh if a small p inch of nitrate of 
p otash or common saltp eter is p ut in 
the water in which they stand. 
The 
ends of the stems should ne cut off 
a little ev ery day to keep op en the 
absorbing p ores. 


If the sheep drop s the angle of its 
ear a few degrees there is something 
the matter demanding immediate at­ 
tention. 
The owner should see the 
sheep each day . 
The ram should be 
allowed with the ewes only at the 
breeding season. 


The charge that bees are destructiv e 
to the fruit on the tree is not borne 
out by the facts 
Their tongues are 
formed ex clusiv ely for the ex traction 
of sweet juices, and their mandibles 
are unable to p ierce the skin of a fruit. 
Grap es hav e been taken intact from 
the interior of a hiv e in which they 
had been allowed to remain four day s. 
A grap e which had been smeared with 
honey was licked clean, but was not 
Injured. 
The 
bees 
inserted 
their 
tongues in p inholes made in the skin 
of a grap e, and ex tracted some of the 
juice, but they were unable to enlarge 
the holes.

Belgium, a Berlin corre­ 
sp ondent say s:

It is said that the 
skim milk from the butter factories 
of New York alone am ounts to nearly 
a billion p ounds in a single y ear. 
Ac­ 
cording to Coburn’s “ Swine in Amer­ 
ica,” the use of this skim milk does 
m uch to giv e relief from monotony so 
common in the hog's feeding, besides 
adding to the returns from the other 
or main foods with which it is giv en 
and ev ery hog raiser is glad to hav e It. 


P onmIIv llitieM o f l-'a rnt f l u t t e r . 
There is no reason why the-butter 
made at home on the farm should not 
be sup erior to that made by the p res­ 
ent day sterilized creamery . 
Simp ly 
study the art of butter making, learn 
th a t it requires regular and definite 
manip ulation for obtaining definite re­ 
sults in the butter, and the p roduction 
of the ex tra quality butter will be­ 
come a p leasure and a v ery rem uner­ 
ativ e chore. 
If the churning be done on the farm 
and this art of butter making be suc­ 
cessfully worked out, it is not hard 
to work up a good trade in any town 
and, in a v ery short time, one can 
obtain a lot of regular customers who 
are willing to p ay a good p remium 
on this butter deliv ered to them. 
If 
y our p resent creamery or cream sta­ 


tion sy stem is unsatisfactory to y ou, 
ust try the method mentioned abov e 
for a few months.

Many farm p oultry raisers think it 
unnecessary to 
( lean 
the house so 
frequently in winter as in summer, 
but it is ev en more necessary . 
The 
fowls are kep t in the house more, and 
as it is not sup p osed to freeze much 
inside, the air is really more likely to 
become bad in winter than in sum ­ 
mer. 
Think of the warm, damp day s 
that frequently come in winter. The 
accumulation and the humidity make 
unsanitary quarters and bad additional 
conditions doubly bad. 
Think of the 
farmer that does not clean out the 
p oultry house once during the winter. 
And there are many that do not. 
Almost all p oultry 
diseases 
are 
traced to unsanitary quarters and bad 
feed. 
The idea that any thing is good 
enough for a chicken is out of date 
now. 
And newly discov ered animal or 
fowl that could p roduce any thing as 
v aluable as eggs are at p resent w'ould 
he giv en a p lace nex t to the p arlor; 
but since it is only a hen. she m ust 
shift for herself as she has alway s 
done. 
Turn qv er a new* leaf, and take 
care of the tiling that brings in the 
money . 
Giv e the hen a chance. 


I'nrliric.N in O r v l in n r y S o i l . 
Common soil contains as m any as 
400 000,000 sep arate p articles to the 
ounce, and between all these are in­ 
finitely thin lay ers of what the mod­ 
ern soil doctor calls “film water.” 
It 
is on this film water, not on the soil 
itself, th a t p lants feed, for it dissolv es 
from 
the 
earth 
p articles 
of 
food 
which the p lants require to keep them 
well. 
The p lants feed, too, on air— 
not only the air abov e the surface of 
the earth, but that which p ermeates 
the minute cracks between the earth 
p articles. 
Ninety p er cent of any crop 
taken off a field comes not from the 
soil of that field but from the air 
abov e and in it. 
Water, howev er, is the most imp or­ 
tant medicine which the soil doctor 
knows. 
The amount of water needed 
to grow one ton of common hay has 
been calculated to be sufficient to cov er 
a one-acre field more than a foot deep . 
Fortunately for the farmer, ev en the 
driest soil, when comp ressed, is dis­ 
cov ered to contain more than half its 
own weight of film water. 
Too much 
water in the soil is as bad as too 
little, for if the soil is waterlogged 
(he crop will get “drowned” as surely 
as a man can be drowned in any body 
of water.

A comp arativ e 
test 
was 
recently 
made by the gov ernment officials at 
Washington on the beets which wTere 
grown in Germany for sugar p urp oses 
and those which hav e been raised in 
tiie United States. 
The results hav e 
been flatteringly in fav or of the p rod­ 
uct of Utah and Washington. 
The 
beets from home-grown seed hav e bet­ 
ter quality and higher v itality , and 
seem better adap ted to American con­ 
ditions. Owing to the difficulty of p ro­ 
duction, 
howev er, 
beet-seed growing 
in Washington and Utah 
has 
not 
sp read v ery rap idly . 
Nearly 7,000,000 
p ounds of sugar-beet seed are used in 
the United States ev ery 
y ear. 
At 
p resent tlie bulk of this sup p ly comes 
from Germany , and costs the Ameri­ 
can grower about 10 cents a p ound. 
The German 
method 
of 
p roducing 
sugar-beet seed is rather comp licated. 
When the beets are dug in the fall a 
number of the best sp ecimens, av er­ 
aging in size from 20 to 24 ounces, 
are selected for “mothers.” 
A sam ­ 
p le taken from each of these mothers 
is analy zed for sugar content. 
In the 
sp ring these mother beets are set out 
and cultiv ated carefully . 
From them 
the seed of commerce is p roduced. By 
these p ainstaking methods the sugar- 
p roducing ability of the beets is kep t 
up to its p resent high standard, and 
ev en increased from y ear to y ear.

Ev ery other farmer has a different 
way of killing his hogs. 
Some hook 
them in the head with a club, others 
think 
it is more hum ane to shoot 
them, in the head with a rifle, and still 
others trust to the knife. 
The method 
of killing, howev er, is 
usually gov ­ 
erned by the ex p erience of the man. 
One farm er does it as follows: 
We catch our hog in the p en, p ut a 
rop e around one hind leg and driv e 
him to the p lace of slaughter. 
I al­ 
way s p ut the rop e on my self, because 
I hav e found that they are not sus­ 
p icious of me as they are of strangers, 
and I can rop e them much quicker. 
When arriv ed at the sticking p lace, 
the hog is thrown down and rolled 
square on his back; the knife is in­ 
serted just forward of the breast bone 
and close to it, and giv en a backward 
thrust in the direction of the tail. 
The knife should be turned and cut 
the gash a little distance each way be­ 
fore being remov ed. 
This is sure to 
sev er the big arteries and insures a 
good “stick,” which causes the hog to 
bleed out more quickly , and the p ork 
will keep better when the blood is all 
remov ed. 
A hog will bleed out better 
when Hie head is kep t on lower ground 
than the tail. 
In sticking a hog when 
ly ing on its side, the sticker is more 
likely to thrust the knife under the 
shoulder blade and cause the blood to 
settle there to the injury of the ueat.

salaries of from $10,01)0 to $13,000 a 
year an d commission s on ev ery foot of 
exposed film turn ed out. 
These men di­ 
rect the work of the actors through 
megaphon es. 
They do n ot suggest the 
words or lin es to their people, but sug­ 
gest the “ b u sin ess’ ' which is ju st about 
to come, alw ays ke pin g in min d th a t a 
photographic result is the on ly thin g to 
be gain ed. 
The actors do n ot “ make 
u p” as they would to withstan d the 
glare of the footlights, but, in stead, 
accen tuate the eye* to an alarm in g de 
gree bee a use so much depen ds on their 
expression .
